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Up to August 15th the 4 G.M.C. trucks had worked a total 
of 6,077 hours or an average of approximately 1,500 hours each. 
The total cost of tires and repairs on the 4 trucks amounts to 
$1,875.00. Cost of tires and repairs to some amounts to $697.00, 
leaving a balance of $1,196.00 for vepairs to the trucks. The 
total mileage driven by the 4 trucks to August 15th is 171,580 
miles, skowing a cost per mile for repairs of .07c, and for tires 
04c. Since the 15th it has been necessary to purchase 4 new 
tires. 


On Road 15, at Misner’s Corners, the grading has been 
completed anda coat of gravel applied. This has made consid- 
erable improvement and has eliminated a dangerous corner,

was caused by excessive rainfall, especially in the Townships of 
Charlotteville, North Walsingham and Windkam.

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Report of the Reforestation Sub-Committee 
of the General Administration Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen: We, the Reforestation Sub-Committee, beg 
leave to Report as follows: 


‘he description and acreage of Plots are verified from the 
Deeds of properties. 


PLOT No. 1—BONNIE HEATH, north half of Lot 8, Con- 
cession 12, Township of Townsend, 100 acres. The old cherry 
orchard and five acres east of the house was Spot Planted with 
10,000 Red Pine, also the remaining cleared land next to the 
gravel pit has been planted this Fall with 11,000 Red Pine. No 
doubt there will be some Spot Planting needed next Spring. The 
young trees on this Plot are making a wonderful growth. 


PLOT No. 2—SHELLBURG, totalling 111% acres. East 
3/8 or north half of Lat 19, Concession 8, 87% acres; the south- 
east. quarter of Lot 19, Concession 8,,24 acres; the west quarter 
of Lot 20, Concession 8, 30 acres; the east half of the north-west 
quarter, Lot 20, Concession 8, 20 acres; all in the Towsnhip of 
Charlotteville. The thirty-five acres which was cleaned two 
years ago has been rebrushed and planted with 4,200 Soft Maple, 
7,400 White Ash, 4,000 Red Pine, 400 Larch, 600 Black Locust, 
2,000 Basswood, making a total of 18,600 trees. Some cleaning 
should be done on the back part of this: property next year. 


PLOT No. 3—TURNER PROPERTY, 100 acres. The west 
half of Lot 8, Concession 9, Charlotteville. This Plot is in fine 
condition. Fire lanes were disced twice this year. Same should 
be done next year. 


PLOT No. 4—DAVIS PROPERTY, 200 acies. Lot 6, Con- 
cession 8, Charlotteville. Considerable Spot Planting was done 
last Spring, totalling 3,500 Red Pine and 15,000 White Pine. 
Considerable cleaning was done this fall and brush burned ready 
for planting next Spring on approximately 50 acres, Also some 
trees were cut and wood sold. We also recommend the cutting 
of the rest of the Black Oak in the north-easterly corner of this 
Plot this Winter to give the small trees'a good start. 


PLOT No. 5—SIPES PROPERTY, 100 acyves, south half of 
Lot 6, Concession 10, Charlotteville, This is a fine property and

is in excellent condition. Back fire lane was brushed this sum- 
mer and disced and also all lanes disced twice. The old trees in 
front of the property were sold and to be cut this winter. 


PLOT No. 6—MORDEN’S SCHOOL PROPERTY, 99 acres; 
south three-quarters of north kalf of Lot 18, Concession 5, 76 
acres; and the north quarter of'tke north half of Lot 18, Conces- 
sion 5, 25 acres (less one acre), all in the Township of South 
Walsingham. Cleaning and ploughing of fire lanes has been 
started this Fall. This Plot is in fine shape. 


PLOT No. 7—SIMES’ PROPERTY, 66% acres, the north 
part of Lot 18, Concession 6, South Walsingham. In last year’s 
Report we recommended the rest of this Plot to be fenced. No 
fencing has been done on any Plots this year on account of 
being ‘unable to get steel posts and fence. The trees on this 
Plot are making a wonderful growth. Arrangements were made 
to have fire lanes ploughed and disced this Fall, but weather 
conditions have stopped it. from being done. 


PLOT No. 8-SHELLY PROPERTY, 90 acres; the south- 
west quarter of Lot 14, Concession 13, 50 acres; and the north- 
west quarter of Lot 14, Concession 13, 50 acres (less 10 acres) ; 
all in the Township of North Walsingham. 2,000 Red Pine were 
Spot Planted on the back portion of this Plot last Spring. This 
Plot is in fine shape. Also old fence has been repaired in front 
of, property. 


PLOT No. 9, GRAVEL PIT FARM, 100 acres, south-east 
part of Lot'15, Concession 14, North Walsingham. The old 
trees in front of the property and along the easterly side have 
been sold and cut, also the County’s portion of wood of the old 
bush. Considerable cutting of old busk to be completed this 
winter. The front part of this property was Spot-Planted with 
7,000 Red Pine last Spring. 


PLOT No. 10—PAYNE PROPERTY, 100 acres, the north 
half of Lot 11 Concession 1, Charlotteville. This Plot is in fine 
condition. Fire lanes were ploughed and disced this Fall. This 
Plot will need some trimming within a few years. 


PLOT No. 11—PART OF PAYNE PROPERTY, south 50 
acres of Lot 12, Concession 2, Ckarlotteville. Considerable 
cleaning had been done on approximately 25 acres of this Plot 
last Winter and in the Spring was Spot Planted with 27,000 Red 
Pine and 8,000 Soft Maple. Fire lanes were ploughed and 
disced this Fall. 
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PLOT No. 12—DEVOS PROPERTY, south 25 acres of the 
South half of the north half of Lot 12, Concession 13, North 
Walsingham. This Plot is in fine condition and no work is 
required at present. 


PLOT No. 183—-UNGER’S SCHOOL PROPERTY, 50 acres 
west half of Lot 1, Concession 1, Charlotteville. This Plot has 
been Spot Planted this year with 3,000 Red Pine, 4,000 Soft 
Maple, 2,000 White Ash, 500 Elm, and 100 Hemlock. The trees 
are making a good growth. 


PLOT No. 14—JENNY LIND PROPERTY, south-west 60 
acres of the North half of Lot 10, Concession 9, Ckarlotteville. 
This Plot had been Spot Planted last Spring with 9,000 Red 
Pine, 2,000 White Ash and 2,000 Soft Maple. Trees have made 
a good growth. | 


PLOT No. 15—TAIT PROPERTY, 65% acres, part of Lot 
4, Concession 2, South Walsingham. This property has all been 
planted this year with 7,000 Red Pine, 22,000 Soft Maple, 4,500. 
White Pine and 3,000 White Ash. Trees are beginning to make 
a fair showing. This property should be checked over next 
Spring to see what should be done in connection with line fences 
to keep stock out on account of it being a hardwood proposition. 


PLOT No. 16—WINTER PROPERTY (KNOWN AS THE 
BADEN POWELL PLOT) 100 acres, south half of Loz 15, 
Concession 3, South Walsingham. ‘This property was Spot- 
Planted last Spring with 2,000 White Oak, 7,000 Soft Maple, 
4,000 White Pine, 6,000 Red Pine, and 400 White Ash. The 
young trees are making a very good showing. There should be 
some Spot-Planting next Spring, also 35 acres of slash wood- 
land should be cleaned and made ready for Spot-Planting an- 
other year. 


We, your Committee, would recommend that some cunsid- 
eration be given to the buying of more property for reforesting 
another year, but, due to the war, it should be left to the 1943 
Reforestation Committee for their consideration.

A BY-LAW FOR GRANTING AID TO PATRIOTIC OR- 
GANIZATIONS, UNDER THE WAR CHARITIES ACT (1939) 
CANADA. 


WHEREAS under Ontario Statutes, 1939, Chapter six, Sub- 
Section 404A County Councils may pass By-Laws for granting 
aid to any Patriotic Organization that is duly Registered under 
The War Charities Act, 1939.
